Action on two important mat­ 
ters, vital to Palm Springs, will 
be taken soon after the turn of 
the New Year by directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce, it was in­ 
dicated today.

MAY FOOL YOU 


Som etim es 
the 
w ary gopher 
m ay fool a person, who 
thinks 
th at the hole is unplugged and is 
w aiting to see the anim al come 
out, by plugging the hole a few 
inches underground! 
The gopher 
digs great laby­ 
rinths of tunnels, extending m any 
feet, m ost of them from a few 
inches to a foot beneath th e su r­ 
face of th e ground. He is ad­ 
m irably equipped for this work, 
using both tooth and nail. 
The 
bones of the gopher’s elbow ex­ 
tend backw ard beyond the joint 
for some distance, providing 
a 
place for the attachm ent of the 
pow erful triceps m uscle in a way 
that gives great leverage. 
The 
claws are greatly developed on 
all the fingers, and serve 
very 
w ell as shovels. The teeth often 
serve as pick-axes, biting 
the 
earth aw ay in hard spots, but 
m ost of th e w ork seems to 
be 
done w ith the feet. By using the 
teeth, the gopher m akes a 
very 
clean hole in the ground and 
carries the debris to the surface 
or to an unused tunnel; in con­ 
trast, the Mole, another 
w ell- 
know n digging 
anim al, 
sim ply 
pushes through the soil by m ain

strength, and does not m ake a 
clean tunnel. 
Since the 
tunnels 
are 
but 
slightly larger than the gopher’s 
body, the anim al cannot 
turn 
around, and finds it necessary to 
spend half of its time going back­ 
ward! For this reason, the 
tail 
is equipped w ith sensitive nerves 
near the roots of stiff hairs, 
so 
that any vibration of the hairs 
is perceived. Thus, the tail serves 
as a feeler w hen the gopher goes 
backw ard, exactly as its w hiskers 
do in going forward, and as the 
eyes are useless in the darkness, 
and not much good at any time, 
the gopher is about as m uch 
at 
home going one way as another. 


NO TIME FOR FUN 


There is little tim e for frivol­ 
ity in the life of a pocket gopher; 
reaching food m eans digging, and 
digging m eans energy expended 
so that more food m ust be 
ob­ 
tained, to get which more dig­ 
ging m ust be done, and 
so 
on. 
Gophers are entirely herbivorous, 
not being know n to eat any kind 
of meat. 
Bulbs, 
roots, 
small 
potatoes and 
such things 
are 
stuffed into the fur-lined 
cheek 
pouches which give the 
pocket 
gopher its name, and taken to 
a central storage place to be eaten 
later at leisure. A pparently the 
gopher has a fear of fam ine, for 
it seems never to stop and enjoy 
the fruits of its labor; rather, it 
keeps bringing in more and more, 
much m ore than it ever can eat, 
like a m an who slaves to save 
som ething for his old age only 
to discover th at w ork has become 
such a habit th at he cannot rest 
in 
happiness. 
It is this habit 
which m akes the gopher such a 
nuisance in agricultural 
areas, 
w here really trem endous dam age 
m ay be done. The num erous b u r­ 
rows are only for the purpose of 
getting th e anim al to new feeding 
grounds. 
Although gophers are very vigi­ 
lant, and extrem ely quick 
to 
dart back 
into th eir 
burrows, 
great num bers are caught 
and 
eaten by various anim als. H awks 
and owls catch them at 
their 
doors, as do w ildcats and coyotes; 
badgers dig for them furiously, 
and usually em erge trium phant; 
and snakes go right into the holes 
after them . It has been estim ated 
th at a single gopher snake may 
in one year destroy gophers w hich 
would otherw ise have 
done 
a ­ 
round 25 or 30 dollars w orth of 
dam age to 
alfalfa 
and 
other 
crops. Thus, helping the gopher 
snakes to become m ore num erous 
is a good w ay to keep the gopher- 
num bers down. The m ethod most 
commonly 
used, 
however, 
is 
trapping; special traps are avail­ 
able, and gopher-trapping is con-

HIS ENEMIES GONE 


G ophers w ere not nearly 
so 
num erous in the very early days 
before agriculture. B ut now m an 
has planted crops which are easy 
for the gopher to get, and p er­ 
m it m uch greater num bers to be 
supported per acre. In addition, 
man has ruthlessly killed 
the 
coyotes, the badgers, the wildcats, 
the 
haw ks, 
th e 
snakes, 
and 
m any other anim als w hich prey 
on gophers. 
The gopher itself is responsible 
for m aintaining the large popula­ 
tion, as it breeds, under suitable 
circum stances, several tim es each 
year and has from four to 
eight 
babies in each litter. All in all, 
it is a perfect exam ple of 
an 
anim al w ell adapted to its sur­ 
roundings, and it is a pity that 
its interests conflict w ith 
those 
of m ankind and th at it m ust be

The most abundant local goph­ 
er is known as the Palm Springs 
Pocket Gopher, because it 
was 
first described as being captured 
near this city. It ranges 
from 
W hitew ater southw ard 
to 
the 
Saltón Sea region, w here it is 
replaced by the W hite Pocket 
Gopher, 
Thomomys 
perpallidus 
albatus. The San Jacinto Pocket 
G opher occurrs near these two, 
only higher in the m ountains. 
The Palm Springs Gopher is 
a pale anim al about 9H inches 
long, w ith w hitish feet and tail. 
An interesting point about 
the 
coloration is th at although the 
gopher 
lives 
entirely 
under­ 
ground, 
it nonetheless exhibits 
the sam e seasonal variations as 
the anim als on the surface; that 
is, it is paler in w inter than 
in 
sum mer. 
These 
changes occur 
rather gradually, and a t different 
tim es on different p arts of 
the 
body, so that in spring and fall, 
m any gophers show a peculiar 
m ottled, or dappled coloring. We 
don’t know w hether o r not this 
color-change is of any value to 
the gopher; probably it is just a 
characteristic th at does no harm 
and so continues. 
It is interesting to w atch one 
of these industrious little crea­ 
tures, and I thoroughly sym pa­ 
thize w ith little Ulysses in Saro­ 
yan’s “H um an 
Comedy,” 
who 
found the gopher so absorbing. 
Ulysses had the right idea, 
as 
have m ost children w hen playing 
alone; 
he probably approached 
the 
open 
hole 
stealthily, 
and 
quietly, and did not disturb its 
inm ate w ith heavy footfalls. You 
m ight try it some time— if you see 
a gopher hole th at is not plugged 
up w ith dirt, and if you have a 
few m inutes to w ait, you 
will 
certainly see a gopher. F irst to 
em erge from the hole is a little 
pile of dirt, "being pushed out by 
the digger: then the w orkm an 
him self w ill appear, com ing half­ 
w ay out of the hole in order to 
push the d irt over the rim of the 
mound. Then, like a flash, he is 
back in the hole again, unless he 
happens to be feeding on clover 
or some other delicacy very close 
to the hole. Even then, he does 
not leave the shelter completely, 
bu t eats all that he can reach w ith 
his hind legs still concealed. Who 
knows—th e 
hum an 
race 
may 
have to develop such habits in 
regard to air-raid shelters!

A lthough m any 
people know 
w here there are num erous gopher 
holes, surprisingly few have ac­ 
tually seen a live gop ier. 
And 
this refers to the scientist as well 
as to the laym an; because of its 
secretive habits and im penetrable 
habitat, less is know n of 
this 
abundant anim al th an of almost 
any other. 
N early 
all that is 
know n has been w ell set forth 
by H. E. A nthony in his adm ir­ 
able little 
book 
called “Field 
Book of N orth A m erican M am­ 
mals," and m uch of the inform a­ 
tion in this article is obtained 
from that source. 
In the first place, the gopher 
is one of the 
more 
successful 
anim als, as success is measured, 
biologically, partly by the num ­ 
ber of different kinds produced. 
And there 
are, 
in the United 
States and Canada, no less than 
70 different kinds of gophers! To 
most of us, they w ould look very 
much alike, but there are con­ 
stant differences, correlated with 
geographical ranges, w hich show 
them to be quite different to the 
trained eye.

A new all-tim e traffic record 
was rolled up by Southern Pacific 
in 1943 for the fourth year in suc­ 
cession, P resident A. T. M ercier 
revealed yesterday in a review of 
the company’s activities in the 
second year of th e w ar 
A further increase is expected 
in 1944, it was stated, and the rail­ 
road will need m ore m anpow er 
and equipm ent to handle th e still 
heavier load. 
"O ur personnel m et the sever­ 
est tests in the com pany’s history 
but came through victoriously in 
every undertaking in 1943,” M er­ 
cier declared. "New records w ere 
achieved by the nearly 100,000 
Southern Pacific m en and w om en 
in spite of a grow ing m anpow er 
shortage, now around 10,000, and 
a stringency of equipm ent neces­ 
sitating the m ost intense utiliza­ 
tion of locomotives and cars.” 
M anpow er is Southern Pacific’s 
greatest problem, according to the 
announcem ent, w ith m ore than 
14,000 form er em ployees now in 
the arm ed forces.

On Autos Monday

start paying their registration and 
license fees to the state motor 
vehicle department and to those 
whose white slips do not bear 
the charge for 
the new year, 
charts have been placed in all 
service stations. 
Vehicle owners who need to 
consult the charts to find the sum 
they must pay in addition to the 
regular $3 registration fee should 
look in the lower center of their 
white slip to determine the class­ 
ification number of their automo­ 
bile. The vehicle license fee re­ 
quired is listed on the chart af­ 
ter this classification number. 
Most registration slips show the 
registration fee and license fee 
paid in 1943 in the lower right 
hand comer. Such owners have 
no need for the chart as the fees 
to be paid in 1944 are the same 
as those paid in 1943. All registra­ 
tion and license fees are 
due 
Jan. 1 but collection will not be 
started until Jan. 3. 
In lieu of a change in license 
plates or a new attachment there­ 
to, motorists will display a sticker 
on their windshields indicating 
they have paid the 1944 fees.

Our Lady of Solitude Church Will Be 


Scene January 9 of Notable Event When 


Bishop Buddy Celebrates Special Mass 


Our Lady of Solitude Church is to be the scene January 9. of 
an event rare in desert annals, so rare indeed that it may even be 
unique. On this dale the aforetime "village" church is to witness 
the consecration of its new main marble altar, together with the 
liquidation of the parochial debt. 


Although the present church 
was not erecte4 until 1929, the 
community was served since 1912 
by St. Florian’s, the so-called In­ 
dian church located on the Indian 
land adjacent to the village, and 
before that for more than a cen­ 
tury the visiting Franciscan fath­ 
ers came to the oasis on visitation. 
Indeed, 
tradition says 
that a 
Father Xole, a provincial of the 
Franciscans, 
was located 
here 
even before 1800, but this cannot 
be verified nor can the name be 
found in Franciscan annals. 
WITH BIRTHDAY 
This solemn celebration very 
nearly coincides with the 75th 
birthday of the pastor, the Rev­ 
erend C. Norman Raley, who 
served in the last war as a Navy 
chaplain, was a former vice-pres­ 
ident of Georgetown University, 
and has for many years been in­ 
timately associated with the pres­ 
ent diocese. 
The new altar, which is of nat­ 
ural Carrara marble from Italy, 
is the gift of Mr. and Mrs. J. A. 
Shealy. The golden tabernacle, re­ 
placing that now in use, is the 
gift of Mr. and Mrs. Henry Ruff 
and Roy Troeger. 
At 12 o’clock, high noon, Jan­ 
uary 9, a solemn pontifical high 
mass will be celebrated by the 
Most Reverend Charles F. Buddy, 
D. D„ Bishop of San Diego, who 
will sing the mass himself, and 
preach. Father John Purcell of 
Coronado, will be deacon, and 
Father Matthew 
Thompson of 
Coronado, sub-deacon; the episco­ 
pal deacons will be Fathers Peter 
Lynch, V. F. and Daniel McAs- 
tocker, S. J. of Riverside. Fr. 
Ott, V. F. of San Bernardino will 
officiate as choir director and 
Father Girard, O. F. M. of Ban­ 
ning as organist. The master of 
ceremonies will be Fr. Michael 
Keane of Colton. 
SPECIAL CHOIR 
A choir of twenty voices, un­ 
der the direction of Miss Clarke, 
will assist in the service. Many 
members of this choir come from 
Torney General Hospital, which 
has been served since its incep­ 
tion by Father Raley. Indeed the 
presence in exceptional numbers 
of our armed forces in this vicin­ 
ity has in the past two years ele­ 
vated Our Lady of Solitude to the 
practical standing of a large city 
parish. 
“Even to those 
outside 
the 
Church this event has a large sig­ 
nificance. For long this church 
and its predecessor remained the 
only place of Divine worship in 
Palm Springs, and its influence 
was very widely exerted among 
the thousands of visitors to the 
desert resort, regardless of race or 
creed, and upon outlying com­ 
munities as well. Truly 
those 
Franciscans of the old days who 
made straight in the desert a 
highway for their God, m ust re­ 
joice at the present fulfillment of 
effort. Nor is it pious cant but 
sober fact to say that our beloved 
bishop, who is the most practical 
of men, will be assisted in his 
solemn pontifical mass by many 
an invisible celebrant who labor­ 
ed here aforetime in the simple 
faith that ‘I, if I be lifted up, will 
draw all men unto Me’,” said Fa­ 
ther Raley in announcing the ser­ 
vice.

The flu “epidemic” went to over 
150,000 cases, then dropped as 
rapidly as it had risen. There 
were few deaths; 
the figures 
showed only 34 more than for the 
corresponding time a year ago. 
These could be accounted for by 
c r o w d e d conditions. Somewhat 
different from the figures of 1,396 
for Washington deaths from flu 
alone in the epidemic of 1918. 
Several weeks ago I gave, in 
this column, figures regarding 
land owned by the government. 
The Farm Security Administra­ 
tion owns more than 2,000,000 
acres; thus becoming the largest 
single landowner in the country. 
The government owns more than 
395,000,000 acres, in all depart­ 
ments and bureaus. That is 20% 
of all the land. 
For California the figure is 43,­ 
025,682 acres; which represents 
43% of the land in the state. The 
estimated assessed valuation of 
this Federally owned 
land 
is 
$319,472,986. In Orange county, 
the government owns 56,923 acres, 
or 11%, with an estimated assess­ 
ment value of $1,537,225. In Riv­ 
erside county, the government 
owns 2,083,412 acres, or 45% of 
the land; estimated assessed value 
$4,443,000. In Imperial county, the 
government owns 658,903 acres, 
or 24% of the land, with an esti­ 
mated assessed valuation of $2,­ 
364,880. 
That is quite a lot of land, 
when 43% of the State of Cali­ 
fornia is actually owned by the 
Federal government. It becomes 
more of a problem, when that 
much land is taken off the local 
tax rolls. 
Do you want a few more fig­ 
ures, to start the New Year 
right? We are working on bills to 
take care of the soldier about to 
be mustered out. It should have 
been done before. We undoubted­ 


ly need a shake-up in the Vet­ 
erans’ Bureau. Something over 
600.000 have been discharged to 
date. Fortunately the number of 
cases not taken care of was not 
many but they focused attention 
on the bad situation. There should 
not have been any. The bills be­ 
fore us will remedy the trouble. 
A few figures, thanks to Con­ 
gressman Miller of Nebraska, who 
looked them up: There are 53,000 
veterans of World War 1 still in 
veterans’ homes and hospitals. 
432.000 veterans and 118,412 of 
their dependents are getting pen­ 
sions. There are 505 Civil War 
Veterans 
and 
136,703 
Spanish 
War Veterans still on the rolls. 
The Veterans’ Administartion op­ 
erates 180 hospitals and homes, 
with 81,000 beds. There are 44,­ 
500 doctors, nurses and attend­ 
ants. How many will we need af­ 
ter THIS war? 
We are working on the law to 
let soldiers vote. Another misun­ 
derstanding. The bill which the 
Senate turned down would have 
allowed votes ONLY for presi­ 
dent, 
vice-president, 
and 
for 
members of Congress. None of 
these by name. Only the words, 
“Republican” and “Democratic” 
after the offices. It could have 
taken years for the courts to have 
straightened out the effects of 
that bill. I’d have voted against 
it myself. 
The House wants to make it 
possible for the roidiers to vote as 
if they were home, and know for 
whom they are voting; and to 
have the government get the bal­ 
lots there and back qu.ckly and 
secretly. In spite of the propa­ 
ganda, that’s what the beys will 
get and that’s what they want. 
Maybe that’s not what some of 
the politicos want; do you sup­ 
pose?
